He  is  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Visitors'  Property 


Committee.  Farinholt  holds 
directorships  on  numerous  boards 
including  James  River  Capital, 
Inc.,  La  Vogue,  Inc.,  and  MLB 
Corporation.  He  is  a  trustee  of 
Mary  Baldwin  College,  Richmond 
Eye  Hospital,  and  St.  Chris- 
topher's School,  and  is  trustee 
and  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Maymont 
Foundation. 

Randy  Merrick,  School  of 
Medicine,  is  student  representa- 
tive to  the  Board  of  Visitors. 

One  Board  of  Visitors  position 
is  currently  vacant  due  to  the 
death  of  Dr.  Harold  I.  Nemuth, 
former  vice-rector  of  the  board. 
The  Board  of  Visitors'  Executive 
Committee  is  composed  of  those 
board  members  who  serve  as 
chairpersons  on  the  various 
committees  and  the  rector,  vice- 
rector,  and  secretary. 


Established  in  1974  by  the 
university's  Board  of 
Visitors,  the  MCVA^CU 
Cancer  Center  was  recognized  in 
1975  by  the  National  Cancer 
Institute  as  part  of  the  national 
network  of  cancer  centers  with  its 
first  award  of  core  support.  The 
Virginia  General  Assembly 
accorded  official  recognition  to  the 
cancer  center  within  the  state  in 
1977. 

A  major  facilities  development 
program  involving  generous 
private  donations  as  well  as  state 
allocations  resulted  in  a  construc- 
tion program  which  will  exceed  $8 
million.  Construction  began  in 
1980  and  will  be  complete  in  early 
1986.  When  the  cancer  center 
construction  project  is  complete, 
facilities  will  be  conveniently 
located  based  on  patient  service 
and  operational  needs  with  the 
majority  of  the  inpatient,  outpa- 
tient, and  research  activities  in 
close  proximity  to  one  another. 

In  May  1983,  the  Board  of 
Visitors  approved  changing  the 
name  of  the  center  to  the  Massey 
Cancer  Center  in  recognition  of 
the  generosity  of  William  E. 
Massey,  Sr.  and  members  of  his 
family.  A  total  of  $5. 1  million  in 
private  funds  was  donated  for 
construction  and  equipment.  Of 
this  amount  more  than  $1.8 
million  was  contributed  by  the 
Massey  family  and  the  William  E. 
Massey  Foundation. 

Within  the  past  decade  the 
Massey  Cancer  Center  has  come 
of  age.  It  now  is  recognized  as 
one  of  the  outstanding  cancer 
centers  in  the  nation  for  its  clinical 
services  and  current  research 
activities. 

The  clinical  services  program  of 
the  Massey  Cancer  Center  pro- 
vides multidisciplinary  consulta- 
tion for  cancer  patients  who  are 
referred  to  the  center  by  their 
physicians.  These  services  are 
provided  by  the  Joint  Cancer 


Clinic  and  the  separate  clinical 
oncology  services  involved.  They 
include  surgical  oncology,  adult 
hematology/oncology,  pediatric 
hematology/oncology,  gynecologi- 
cal oncology,  genitourinary 
oncology,  and  radiation  oncology. 
Patient  services  also  include  the 
specialities  of  thoracic  surgery, 
neurosurgery,  orthopedic  sur- 
gery, plastic  surgery,  oral  sur- 
gery, dermatology,  and  all  other 
areas  that  involve  cancer  patients. 

The  radiation  therapy  and 
oncology  service  has  been  using 
its  new  facilities  in  the  cancer 
center  building  for  the  past  18 
months.  At  present  the  Joint 
Cancer  Clinic  is  housed  in  a 
temporary  facility  on  the  base- 
ment level  of  West  Hospital.  This 
multidisciplinary  clinic  v^rill  move 
to  a  larger  Joint  Cancer  Center 
facility  adjacent  to  the  Massey 
Cancer  Center  in  early  1986.  At 
about  the  same  time  the  newly 
constructed  and  renovated 
inpatient  clinical  oncology  facility 
will  be  located  in  this  building. 
All  cancer  patient  care  facilities 
will  be  brought  together  physi- 
cally and  functionally  as  a  result 
of  this  ongoing  construction 
program. 

Under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Susan  J.  Mellette,  the  rehabil- 
itation and  continuing  care 
(hospice)  program  is 
providing  vital  services  for 
cancer  patients.  The 
cancer  education  pro- 
gram under  Dr.  W. 
Loren  WUliams  cur- 
rently is  being  ex- 
panded to  include  a 
coordinated  education 
plan  that  will  involve  the 
dental,  nursing,  and  medical^  ^* 
schools. 

Basic  and  clinical  cancer 
research  programs  at  the 
university  have  grown 
steadily  since  the  cancer 
center  was  established. 
The  center  has  organized  basic'

and  clinical  scientists  from  the 
various  MCV  Campus 
departments  and  schools 
into  a  coordinated  collabo- 
rative research  activity. 
Bringing  these  groups  together  in 
an  effective  way  has  been  one  of 
the  most  important  roles  of  the 
Massey  Cancer  Center. 

Today,  more  than  100  research- 
ers participate  in  these  research 
efforts.  Increasingly,  the  cancer 
center  has  assumed  the  important 
responsibility  of  providing  major 
laboratory  equipment  and  shared 
resources,  as  well  as  making 
available  additional  research 
space  to  facilitate  working  to- 
gether toward  common  goals. 

The  recent  completion  of  the 
two  laboratory  research  floors  in 
the  Massey  Cancer  Center  build- 
ing has  been  a  major  develop- 
ment in  consolidating  cancer 
research  activity.  Many  of  the 
research  programs  continue  to 
utilize  valuable  laboratory  space 
in  other  parts  of  the  MCV  Cam- 
pus, but  these  new  laboratories 
have  made  possible  an  expanded 
research  effort  in  important  areas 
of  both  basic  and  clinical  research. 
The  current  research  programs 
of  the  Massey  Cancer  Center  have 
been  more  clearly  defined  this 
past  year  under  the  leadership  of 
Dr.  S.  Gaylen  Bradley,  associate 
director  for  research  planning  and 
development.  Briefly,  these  six 
program  areas  may  be  described 
in  terms  of  the  scientific  questions 
they  address. 

Those  areas  are  as  follows: 
1.  Gene  regulation 

How  is  the  growth  of  the 
cancer  cell  regulated,  and  can 
we  develop  methods  for 
controlling  this  growth? 

This  investigation  involves  a 
group  of  scientists  from  several 
departments  and  is  led  by  Dr. 
Walter  M.  Holmes.  These 
research  activities  will  be 
brought  together  in  the  newly 
developed  laboratories  in  the 
Massey  Cancer  Center. 


2.  Tumor  immunology 

What  are  the  unique  immuno- 
logic features  of  cancers  that 
we  might  exploit  in  the  future 
to  encourage  the  body  to  reject 
cancer  cells? 

This  area  of  investigation  is 
similar  to  research  studies  that 
have  been  directed  toward 
solving  the  puzzles  of  organ 
transplantation  in  man,  an  area 
of  research  at  the  university 
that  has  achieved  national 
prominence  for  many  years. 
Dr.  T.  Mohanakumar  directs 
this  program  area. 

3.  Leukocyte  cell  biology 
What  is  the  biologic  nature  and 
what  are  the  unique  functions 
of  the  white  cells  in  our  bodies, 
and  how  might  new  informa- 
tion in  this  area  be  employed 
to  resist  the  growth  of  cancer? 

This  area  of  research,  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Richard  A. 
Carchman,  involves  a  number 
of  scientists  who  are  studying 
the  detailed  functions  of  a 
number  of  the  blood  cells  that 
might  be  "instructed"  to 
defend  the  body  against  the 
growth  of  cancer  cells. 

4.  Host  resistance 
How  do  environmental  agents, 
drugs,  various  toxins,  and 
organisms  alter  the  defense 
mechanisms  of  our  bodies? 

This  group  of  investigators, 
under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Albert  E.  Munson,  is  trying 
to  discover  new  information 
about  the' interactions 
between  the  body  and  outside 
chemicals  and  organisms 
which  may 
provide  insights 
into  both  the 
prevention  and 
treatment  of 
cancer. 
5.  Biochemical 
■pharmacology 
How  can. existing 
chemotherapeutic 
drugs  which 
have  been

shown  to  have  an  anticancer 
effect  be  modified  or  combined 
so  as  to  reduce  their  toxic 
effects  whUe  increasing  their 
ability  to  destroy  cancer  cells? 
Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  I. 
David  Goldman  new  informa- 
tion concerning  the  mecha- 
nisms of  actions  of  various 
drugs  used  in  the  treatment  of 
cancer  is  being  found.  The 
objective  is  to  work  out 
methods  that  will  increase  the 
effectiveness  of  drugs,  alone  or 
in  combination,  used  in 
treating  patients. 
6.  Clinical  cancer  research 

How  can  knowledge  gained  by 
fundamental  research  on  the 
cancer  problem  be  applied  and 
exploited  for  the  treatment  of 
human  cancer? 

Dr.  Harold  M.  Maurer  and 
this  group  of  investigators  are 
concerned  with  a  variety  of 
programs  ranging  from  the 
role  of  nutrition  in  cancer  to 
the  improvement  of  specific 
cancer  treatments  used  singly 
or  in  combination.  This  group 
of  investigators  also  is  assisted 
by  the  new  cancer  research 
laboratories  at  the  Massey 
Cancer  Center,  allowing 
interaction  between  the 
laboratory  and  patients  cur- 
rently undergoing  treatment. 
Obtaining  the  answers  to  these 
major  questions  will  involve 
many  scientists,  multiple  steps  in 
research  activity,  and  many  years 
of  effort.  In  science,  answers  to 
important  questions  often  open 
doors  to  new  and  even  more 
crucial  questions  that  cannot  be 
perceived  at  present.  Ultimately, 
research  findings  from  all  of  these 
program  areas  will  be  translated 
into  improved  care  of  the  cancer 
patient.

Hospitality 
Housing 


Rest  and  revitalization  can 
be  as  important  to  the 
families  of  patients  at 
MCV  Hospitals  as  they  are  to  the 
patients  themselves.  But  all  too 
often,  families  who  have  traveled 
the  farthest  to  be  with  those  who 
have  serious,  potentially  lengthy 
illnesses,  find  themselves  saddled 
with  impossible  hotel  bills  in  a 
strange  city. 

Many  of  those  family  members 
will  now  be  able  to  find  respite,  at 
no  charge  and  within  blocks  of 
each  medical  facility,  courtesy  of 
the  MCVH  Auxiliary  of  VCU  and 
its  newly  renovated  Hospital 
Hospitality  House. 

The  Hospital  Hospitality 
House,  located  in  the  Ziegler 
House  at  1006-1008  East  Marshall 
Street,  was  formally  dedicated  in 
December  and  now  is  open  to 
provide  free  lodging  to  families  of 
patients  who  live  beyond  a  30- 
mile  radius  of  Richmond.  The 
house,  built  in  1870,  takes  its 
present  name  from  a  former 
owner,  Frances  Ziegler,  who  was 
MCV's  dean  of  nursing  in  the 
1920s.  Currently  the  three-story 
house  can  accommodate  28 
overnight  guests. 

Guests  will  be  able  not  only  to 
sleep  there,  but  also  to  cook,  do 
laundry,  shower,  and  just  relax. 
Emotional  and  spiritual  support 


services  are  available;  an  impor- 
tant benefit  may  be  found  in  the 
chance  to  talk  to  others  facing 
similar  situations. 

Similar  in  concept  to  the  Ronald 
McDonald  Houses,  MCVH's 
Hospitality  House  was  modeled 
after  others  established  near 
major  U.S.  medical  centers.  There 
are  about  ten  such  houses  now  in 
existence,  the  first  having  been 
established  in  1974  in  Nashville, 
Tennessee.  The  basic  difference 
between  McDonald  Houses  and 
Hospitality  Houses  is  that  the 
former  is  only  for  the  parents  of  ill 
children;  the  latter  is  for  relatives 
of  any  hospital  patients. 

About  one-third  of  MCVH's 
patients  come  from  more  than  30 
miles  away,  and  their  average 
stay  is  two  and  one-half  weeks. 

This  auxiliary  project  was 
initiated  in  July  1983  and,  through 
contributions  by  corporations, 
community  organizations,  and 
private  donors,  the  $250,000 
needed  for  construction  and 
renovation  was  raised.  An  addi- 
tional $80,000  for  operating 
expenses  was  raised  by  the 
auxiliary  at  an  October  auction 
and,  while  guests  of  the  Hospital 
Hospitality  House  will  not  be 
charged,  donations  toward 
the  operation  of  the  house  are 
welcomed. 


Portrait  of  a 
President

If  Norman  Rockwell  had  lived 
in  the  South,  instead  of  New 
England,  and  had  painted  a 
dentist,  instead  of  a  doctor,  he 
might  have  chosen  the  MCV 
Alumni  Association  of  VCU's  new 
president  as  one  of  his  favorite 
subjects. 

Seated  behind  a  sturdy  wooden 
desk  and  wearing  a  thigh-length 
white  coat.  Dr.  Alton  E.  Hodges, 
Jr. ,  has  silky  white  hair,  a  ruddy 
complexion,  and  crisp  blue  eyes, 
strikingly  visible  behind  clear- 
rimmed  glasses.  He  looks  very 
much  like  Rockwell's  famous 
portrait  of  America's  quintessen- 
tial doctor. 

Low  key  in  a  Southern- 
gentlemanly  way,  Hodges'  style 
and  gentle  voice  belie  a  quiet 
energy  that  is  only  apparent 
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when  a  list  of  his  activities  begins 
to  unfold. 

As  a  1952  undergraduate  of  the 
University  of  Richmond  and  a 
1956  graduate  of  MCV's  School  of 
Dentistry,  all  of  Hodges'  29  years 
as  a  dentist  have  been  spent  in 
the  Richmond  area.  He  shares  a 
large  West  End  office  with  his 
brother,  Ralph  M.  Hodges,  who 
graduated  from  the  college's 
School  of  Dentistry  in  1965. 

Originally  from  North  Carolina, 
the  years  Hodges  has  spent  here 
have  instilled  in  him  a  loyalty  not 
only  for  Virginia,  but  also  for  his 
alma  mater,  which  has  shown 
itself  in  his  steady  and  increasing 
involvement  with  the  alumni 
association. 

A  strong  advocate  of  alumni 
associations,  Hodges  believes 
graduates  need  their  schools  as 
much  as  the  schools  need  them. 
"People  are  proud  of  their  schools 
and  alumni  associations  are  one 
way  to  show  their  pride.  Such 
organizations,"  he  maintains,  "are 
a  way  to  bridge  the  gap  between 
the  old  graduate,  the  new  gradu- 
ate, and  the  school."  He  thinks 
the  way  in  which  that  gap  is 
bridged  distinguishes  a  successful 
alumni  association  from  a  less 
active  one. 

Although  Hodges  is  a  member 
of  numerous  professional  dental 
associations,  he  readily  admits 
that  he  always  has  been  more 
active  in  his  university's  alumni 
association  because  of  its  quality. 
"We  have  a  unique  situation 
here,"  he  said,  "because  of  the 
number  of  different  disciplines 
gathered  into  one  organization.  I 
like  that.  Our  group  gives  you  a 
different  perspective  and  a  wide 
variety  of  views." 

A  Board  of  Trustees  member  for 
five  years  before  being  elected 
president,  Hodges  explained  that 
because  he  is  a  workaholic,  he 
wasn't  able  to  be  as  active  a 
participant  immediately  after 
graduation  as  he  is  now.  "About 
six  years  ago  a  colleague  invited 
me  to  a  meeting,  and  that's  when 


I  decided  to  devote  more  of  my 
time,"  he  said.  Drawing  a  person 
in  through  "the  personal  touch  is 
one  very  important  way  of 
encouraging  participation  and 
involvement,"  he  added. 

Once  he  was  hooked  Hodges 
took  a  new  look  at  the  associa- 
tion's activities  and  found  them 
to  "function  in  a  way  no  other 
organization  does  for  its  gradu- 
ates. In  addition  to  sponsoring 
reunions,  which  all  alumni 
associations  do,"  he  explained, 
"we  administer  scholarships 
offered  through  the  various 
schools,  sponsor  continuing 
education  programs,  organize 
large  fund-raising  campaigns,  and 
publish  the  Scarab.  Right  now," 
he  said,  "our  main  function,  in 
addition  to  our  other  activities,  is 
to  try  and  get  our  new  facilities  in 
shape." 

Hodges  was  talking  about  the 
MaupLn  Maury  House,  a  pre- 
Civil  War  struchire  designated 
as  a  Historic  Virginia  Landmark, 
which  has  served  as  the  associa- 
tion's headquarters  for  over  35 
years.  "It  really  is  in  a  sorry  state 
of  repair,"  he  said,  "and  many 
people  have  spent  a  long  time  in 
the  planning  stages  to  put  it  right. 
There  is  nothing  more  that  I 
would  like  to  do  during  my  term 
as  president  than  to  see  some 
really  concrete  moves  toward 
getting  this  building  in  shape." 
With  most  of  the  planning  com- 
plete, Hodges'  efforts  will  be 
directed  toward  a  special  fund- 
raising  campaign  just  for  the 
renovation  of  the  building,  which 
will  be  physically  moved  from  its 
present  location  next  to  the  new 
pharmacy/pharmacology  building 
to  a  spot  across  the  street.  With 
good  response  from  alumni  and 
with  financial  help  from  the 
university,  he  believes  that  once 
the  building  is  finished,  "it  will 
give  the  association's  board  and 
its  past  and  future  graduates 
something  to  be  proud  of." 

The  schedule  Hodges  has  set 
for  himself  as  president  probably 


won't  leave  him  as  much  time  to 
relax  this  year.  With  his  wife,  two 
daughters,  and  two  grandchil- 
dren, he  loves  to  sail  on  the 
Chesapeake  Bay,  take  photo- 
graphs, and  fish  in  deep  sea 
waters.  He  says  this  favorite  sport 
was  highlighted  when  he  caught 
a  four-foot  dolphin,  now  mounted 
and  on  display  over  his  fireplace. 

Those  activities  will  probably 
be  put  aside  for  a  while,  as  he 
concentrates  on  his  new  duties 
which,  he  says,  have  become  a 
very  important  part  of  his  life. 

For  Hodges  the  alumni  asso- 
ciation is  the  past,  present,  and 
future  all  rolled  into  one.  "I 
would  hate  to  think  that  for 
myself,  or  any  other  graduate, 
that  we  put  in  four  years  or  six 
years  or  more,  and  that's  the  end 
of  it.  That  the  day  we  go  out  to 
work  we've  lost  our  ties  with  our 
schools.  It  shouldn't  be  that  way. 
We  ought  to  want  to  be  a  part  of 
it.  Like  the  future  of  your  son  or 
daughter  or  your  colleague's  son 
or  daughter;  we  are  all  like  a 
family,  we  can  see  it  grow.  Most 
of  us  have  been  helped  in  one 
way  or  another  along  the  way  by 
our  schools,  and  it's  nice  if  we  can 
give  something  back.  One  way 
we  are  able  to  do  that  is  through 
the  alumni  association." 

With  such  beliefs,  Hodges  truly 
expresses  some  of  the  essence  of 
Rockwell's  portrait  of  America's 
good  doctor.

Hybridoma  biotechnology  has 
been  employed  by  university 
faculty  for  several  years.  Re- 
searchers at  VCU  have  already 
made  significant  contributions  in 
the  production  of  monoclonal 
antibodies  against  tumor  and 
transplantation  antigens,  human 
senun  proteins  associated  writh 
arthritis  and  connective  tissue 
diseases,  and  human  genital 
herpes  infections.  But  now  the 
monoclonal  antibody  production 
process  will  be  less  time  consum- 
ing and  more  accurate  due  to  a 
new  automatic  microplate  reader 
purchased  by  MCV  Foundation. 

The  Massey  Cancer  Center 
hybridoma  laboratory  was  es- 
tablished in  1983  as  a  shared 
research  resource  to  aid  medical 
researchers  in  producing  mono- 
clonal antibodies  for  their  particu- 
lar needs.  The  laboratory  provides 
technological  expertise  on  a  cost 
basis  to  university  investigators 
and  researchers  at  other  state 
institutions. 

The  procedure  used  to  produce 
monoclonal  antibodies  typically 
takes  from  four  to  six  months, 
according  to  Pam  Schwartz, 
manager  of  the  hybridoma 
laboratory.  "The  automatic 
microplate  reader  will  be  put  into 
frequent  use  to  make  stire  we 
have  what  we're  looking  for  at  all 
stages  of  production,"  Schwartz 
said. 

The  new  piece  of  equipment 
also  generates  data  in  a  more 
workable  form.  Previously 
Schwartz  manually  monitored 
production  stages,  which  was 
time  consuming,  tedious,  and 
sometimes  inaccurate.  "An  assay 
can  change  if  left  sitting  too  long," 
Schwartz  explained.  The  auto- 
matic microplate  reader  can  read 
a  microplate  with  96  different 
assays  in  less  than  one  minute. 


Opportunities 
for  study 

Thirty-one  institutions  in  Virginia 
and  Washington,  D.C.,  will  offer 
a  total  of  63  weeks  of  summer 
Elderhostel  programs  for  persons 
60  and  older.

Perspectives  on  the  Civic  War" 
will  offer  study  on  the  history  and 
literature  of  the  period  at  the 
MCV  Campus,  a  scant  two  blocks 
from  where  the  White  House  of 
the  Confederacy  still  stands.  One 
of  the  courses  will  provide  an  in- 
depth  analysis  of  the  history  of 
the  period,  including  personal 
accounts,  details  of  battles,  and 
how  the  war  waged.  A  second 
course  will  focus  on  literature 
about  the  period  in  an  attempt  to 
place  the  war  in  its  larger  social 
context. 

At  Mary  Baldwin,  two  week- 
long  sessions  of  intensives  will  be 
offered.  "In  the  Footsteps  of 
Giants"  will  study  the  lives  and 
intellectual  worlds  of  Sigmund 
Freud  and  Albert  Einstein.  "1935: 
What  a  Difference  a  Year  Makes!" 
will  provide  an  experiment  in 
historical  and  personal  recon- 
struction of  a  year  between  two 
wars. 

The  Curry  School  of  Education 
at  the  University  of  Virginia  will 
be  the  first  graduate  school  to 
host  Elderhostel.  Courses  offered 
will  be  '7efferson  and  American 
Education,"  "Major  Issues  in 
Education,"  and  "Implications  of 
'Nation  at  Risk.'  "

Innovating 
technology 


Funds  totalling  $354,620  have 
been  awarded  to  faculty  members 
on  the  MCV  Campus  who  are 
conducting  research  in  the 
Institute  of  Biotechnology,  one 
of  four  focus  areas  of  the 
Virginia  Center  for  Innovative 
Technology. 

Researchers  will  be  conducting 
studies  on  molecular  genetics, 
gene  expression,  and  protein 
engineering.  VCU  was  selected  by 
the  err  to  serve  as  the  lead 
institution  for  its  Institute  of 
Biotechnology.  The  university's 
research  efforts  are  being  aug- 
mented by  faculty  members  and 
facilities  at  the  University  of 
Virginia. 

Researchers  in  the  Department 
of  Biochemistry  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  Microbiology  and  Immu- 
nology are  the  primary  investiga- 
tors on  the  MCV  Campus. 

The  purpose  of  the  CIT  in- 
volves university  research  in 
support  of  industry  needs.  "The 
CIT  wil  enhance  the  research 
cababilities  of  many  of  Virginia's 
imiversities  and  colleges.  It  will 
also  stimulate  these  capabilities  to 
be  relevant  and  applied  to  the 
technical  needs  of  private  indus- 
try, and  market  those  capabilities 
to  stimulate  increased  industry 
participation  in  university  re- 
search in  Virginia,"  according  to 
its  mission  statement. 

The  other  areas  being  sup- 
ported through  the  CIT  are 
computer-aided  engineering, 
information  technology,  and 
material  sciences.  U.Va.  has  been 
selected  to  host  research  activities 
related  to  computer-aided  engi- 
neering and  Virginia  Polytechnic 
Institute  and  State  University  will 
serve  as  the  host  institution  for 
information  technology  and 
material  sciences. 
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Continuing 
cancer  research 

Dr.  Robert  Hall,  an  assistant 
professor  in  the  Departments  of 
Medicine  and  Microbiology  on  the 
MCV  Campus,  wants  to  know 
why  some  people  get  cancer  and 
die,  and  others  seem  to  fight  the 
disease.  A  medical  oncologist. 
Hall  is  involved  in  intense  basic 
research  of  the  bodj^s  own 
defense  system  against  many 
diseases. 

In  the  case  of  cancer.  Hall's 
studies  have  concentrated  on  how 
immune  cells  can  apparently  kill 
off  tumor  cells.  He  compares 
these  immune  cells  to  policemen 
who  arrest  bad  cells  and  protect 
good  cells. 

Determining  how  and  why 
immune  cells  work  could  mean 
great  strides  in  the  treatment  of 
cancer  patients.  Hall  explains. 
Understanding  the  immune 
systems  could  allow  researchers 
and  physicians  to  control  and 
manipulate  the  defenses  against 
disease.  In  the  treatment  of 
cancer.  Hall  says  this  would 
probably  mean  a  harnessing  of 
the  natural  defenses  in  addition  to 
traditional  chemotherapy  and 
radiation  treatment. 

Effectively  and  consistently 
working  to  marshal  the  immune 
defenses  of  an  actual  cancer 
patient  lies  somewhere  in  the 
future  of  medicine.  Presently, 
Hall's  involvement  is  in  the 
painstaking,  basic  research  which 
may  answer  many  important 
questions. 

The  question  of  how  immune 
cells  works  may  be  answered  by 
studies  of  activity  on  the  cell's 
surface.  There  is  a  great  deal  of 
evidence  that  recognition  and 
killing  of  tumor  cells  occur  at  the 
cell's  surface.  Hall  has  worked  to 
examine  the  immune  defense 
system  in  vitro.  The  cell  surface  is 
the  site  of  main  activity,  he  says. 
The  immune  cells  apparently  kill 


the  tumor  cells  by  poking  a  hole 
in  the  tumor  cell's  membrane,  and 
the  contents  leak  out. 

A  more  difficult  and  intriguing 
question  has  centered  on  how  the 
immune  cells  recognize  tumor 
cells.  It  is  possible,  according  to 
Hall,  that  there  is  some  recogni- 
tion structure  or  receptor  which 
allows  the  immune  cells  to 
differentiate  between  good  and 
bad  cells.  Hall  also  speculates  that 
proteins  may  be  involved  in 
breaking  the  bonds  on  tumor 
cells,  leading  to  their  destruction. 
Consequently,  he  is  working  to 
purify  and  describe  proteins 
found  in  the  immune  cells. 

Hall  says  his  work  currently 
concentrates  on  mapping  out  cell 
structures  in  normal  cells.  His 
next  step  will  be  to  study  cells  in 
cancer  patients  to  determine  if 
they  are  deficient  or  totally 
lacking  immune  cells.  Doctors 
already  know  that  cancer  patients 
often  have  lowered  immune 
responses,  but  it  is  not  clear  if 
that  may  be  due  to  the  disease 
and  treatment,  or  if  the  condition 
precedes  the  cancer.  By  under- 
standing the  immune  defenses, 
doctors  may  be  able  to  buUd  up 
these  defenses  in  the  cancer 
patient. 

Hall  also  speculates  that  his 
research  might  have  bearing  on 
certain  cancers  which  tend  to 
"run  in  the  family."  He  wants  to 
know  if  there  is  a  link  to  the 
immune  defenses  in  such  cases.  If 
a  link  exists.  Hall  says  preventive 
screening  might  be  possible  to 
determine  an  individual's  pre- 
disposition to  the  disease.  He 
believes  it  might  be  possible  to 
assist  in  defeating  cancer,  and  to 
help  suppress  side  effects  like 
infections  through  manipulation 
of  the  immune  defenses. 

Between  the  lines 

Dr.  Robert  M.  Centor  is  one  of 
five  physicians  nationwide  to 
receive  a  three-year,  $48,000 
Teaching  and  Research  Scholar- 
ship from  the  American  College 
of  Physicians  (ACP). 


Centor,  an  assistant  professor 
of  internal  medicine  on  the  MCV 
Campus,  will  begin  his  research 
in  medical  decision-making.  He 
will  focus  on  using  statistics  to 
predict  diagnostic  probabilities. 

Center's  program  of  teaching 
interns  and  residents  to  properly 
study  a  medical  journal  article's 
methods  and  results,  as  well  as 
the  summaries  and  commen- 
taries, helped  him  win  the  schol- 
arship. "It's  good  for  physicians — 
and  the  lay  press — to  be  cautious 
about  journal  articles  and  to  read 
them  critically,"  says  Centor.  He 
also  states  that  the  interpretation 
of  medical  data  "can  be  extremely 
tricky." 

Centor,  who  currently  is 
working  toward  a  master's  degree 
in  biostatistics  at  the  university, 
became  interested  in  the  applica- 
tion of  statistics  to  medicine 
several  years  ago.  He  has  made 
note  of  numerous  examples  of 
medical  reports  that  are  not  quite 
what  they  seem. 

The  reasons  for  the  nebulous 
nature  of  medical  reports  include 
flaws  in  how  researchers  went 
about  their  studies  and  in  the 
interpretation  of  these  studies  by 
editors,  practicing  physicians,  and 
the  lay  press.  "We  teach  them  a 
lot  of  science,"  Centor  says  of 
medical  students.  "We  teach 
them  physiology,  pathology, 
anatomy — but  not  how  to  read  a 
medical  journal  article." 

That  skill,  he  adds,  can  be  as 
useful  as  knowing  the  basics  of 
medicine.  All  medical  studies 
have  in  them  an  element  of 
chance,  he  says,  and  chance  can 
give  the  appearance  of  a  signifi- 
cant finding  to  a  poorly  devel- 
oped research  project.  According 
to  Centor,  the  peer  review  system 
probably  is  the  best  one  in  medi- 
cal journalism;  too  many  articles 
with  flawed  interpretations  or 
methodology  have  slipped  past 
journal  officials  and  reviewers, 
thus  giving  credence  to  results 
that  may  not  hold  up  with  time. 
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Women  in 
pharmacy 

According  to  the  Virginia  Pharma- 
ceutical Association,  not  only  was 
its  first  National  Symposium  on 
Women  in  Pharmacy  a  success, 
but  so  was  its  chairman,  Mari- 
anne Rollings  (B.S.  pharmacy 
'63).  Following,  with  the  VPhA's 
permission,  is  its  tribute  to 
Rollings. 

(Editor's  Note:  The  word,  "leader- 
ship can  be  spelled  M-A-R-I-A-N-N-E. 
Marianne  Rollings,  president-elect  of 
VPhA,  can  chalk  up  one  more — 
among  many — accomplishments  with 
the  memory  of  the  first  National 
Symposium  on  Women  in  Pharmacy 
fading  into  history.  It  was  the  most 
successful  gathering  of  its  type  ever 
held  by  VPhA  and  drew  136  partici- 
pants from  the  four  corners  of  the 
U.S.  Marianne  is  the  first  woman 
president-elect  of  VPhA,  the  first 
woman  ever  appointed  to  the  Virginia 
Board  of  Pharmacy,  president-elect  of 
the  pharmacy  division,  MCV  Alumni 
Association  of  VCU,  president-elect  of 
the  Virginia  Association  of  Profes- 
sions, and  as  Virginia's  chief  phar- 
macy lobbyist  last  year,  liad  the  most 
successful  record  in  our  history.

Marianne  R.  Rollings  attended 
high  school  at  Marymount  in 
Richmond  and  took  her  pre- 
pharmacy  training  at  Dumbarton 
College  in  Washington,  D.C.  She 
received  her  B.S.  in  pharmacy 
from  MCV  in  1963. 

Marianne  has  worked  in 
commuruty  and  hospital  pharma- 
cies in  Richmond  and  Fredericks- 
burg.

Joyce  Fitzpatrick,  is  dean  of  the 
School  of  Nursing  at  Case  West- 
ern Reserve  University,  and  is 
nationally  recognized  for  her 
advancement  of  nursing  research 
as  well  as  for  her  doctoral  nursing 
program  development.  She  vdll 
present  a  public  lecture  on 
"Demystifying  the  Research 
Process"  as  one  of  several  activi- 
ties whOe  at  the  school.

Fitzpatrick  received  her  B.S.N,

Honoring  past 
achievement 

A  portrait  of  E.  Louise  Grant, 
dean  of  the  MCV  School  of 
Nursing  from  1939-46,  was 
unveiled  at  the  MCV  Alumni 
Association  of  VCU's  Alumni  Day 
of  the  nursing  division  in  Novem- 
ber. Alice  Burford  Booth  (B.S. 
nursing  '43),  former  associate 
professor  of  psychiatric  nursing 
and  supervisor  of  the  psychiatric 
department  on  the  MCV  Campus,

presented  the  portrait  and  made 
the  following  comments: 

"Miss  Grant  came  to  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  in 
August  1939,  at  which  time,  we 
were  contemplating  a  move  from 
what  was  then  the  Memorial 
Hospital  on  Broad  Street  to  the 
new  multimillion  dollar,  20-story 
hospital  directly  across  the  street. 
Known  as  West,  it  is  a  hospital  of 
which  we  have  been  very  proud. 

"Miss  Grant  held  the  dual 
position  of  dean  of  nurses  and 
director  of  nursing  services  in  our 
new  hospital.  She  maintained  her 
office  on  the  east  wing  of  the 
hospital,  and  lived  in  a  suite  in 
old  Cabaniss  Hall  (now  the 
Nursing  Education  BuUdLng), 
which  the  students  and  a  house 
mother  also  occupied. 

"Miss  Grant,  a  native  of  Minne- 
sota, was  graduated  from  the 
University  of  Minnesota  where 
she  received  her  Bachelor  of 
Science  in  nursing  education.  She 


received  a  Master  of  Arts  degree 
from  Teachers  College,  Columbia 
University  in  1939. 

"During  Miss  Grant's  tenure, 
the  MCV  and  St.  Philip  Schools  of 
Nursing  were  accredited  by  the 
National  League  of  Nursing  for 
the  first  time.  She  implemented 
the  use  of  the  standardized  test 
for  admission,  and  the  policy  that 
permitted  students  to  marry,  a 
progressive  measure  for  those 
days.  Many  of  the  nursing 
students  already  had  degrees  in 
other  areas  or  had  at  least  two 
years  in  a  liberal  arts  college. 
Dean  Grant  advised  those  quali- 
fied to  continue  their  study. 

"Her  tireless  energy  was 
manifested  in  her  interest  in 
making  our  school  a  better  place 
for  the  students  and  MCV  Hospi- 
tals a  better  place  because  of  the 
excellence  in  nursing  care.  In 
order  to  have  closer  contact  vwth 
the  students  she  taught  two 
courses  known  as  Nursing  Trends 
and  Professional  Adjustments. 
This  was  in  addition  to  making 
rounds  and  scheduling  work  to 
students,  supervisors,  and  head 
nurses. 

"I  am  sure  some  of  you  will 
remember  a  little  bulletin  put  out 
during  World  War  11,  "Be  a  nurse! 
Help  win  the  war!"  Though  a 
slogan.  Miss  Grant  guided  the 
school  through  World  War  II, 
when  more  pressures  and  de- 
mands were  made  on  everyone. 
Students  who  graduated  in  time 
joined  the  45th  General  Hospital 
stationed  in  North  Africa  and 
Italy.  However,  many  of  us  stayed 
on  and  "fought  the  war  at  MCV" 
with  many  added  responsibilities, 
some  of  which  were  overwhelm- 
ing. At  that  time  we  were  gra- 
duating several  classes  a  year.  In 
addition  we  were  accommodating 
affiliating  students  from  out  of 
state,  offering  specialities  such  as 
psychiatry,  pediatrics,  obstetrics, 
and  six  weeks  at  Crippled  Chil- 
drens  Hospital  (now  Childrens' 
Hospital)  for  pediatrics  orthope- 
dics. Twice  weekly  lectures  by  the 
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head  of  pediatrics  were  given  to 
the  students. 

"Miss  Grant  resigned  in  August 
1946,  intending  to  complete  her 
dissertation  at  Columbia  Univer- 
sity for  her  doctorate,  but  in  six 
months  she  went  west.  Once 
again  she  answered  a  call  to  duty 
and  became  the  director  of 
nursing  at  Methodist  Hospital 
School  of  Nursing  in  Indianapolis, 
Indiana.  Subsequently  she  was 
appointed  dean  of  nursing  at  the 
Medical  College  of  Georgia  where 
she  remained  for  seven  years 
until  her  so-caUed  retirement. 

"Miss  Grant  helped  set  up 
baccalaureate  of  nursing  pro- 
grams at  Madison  University, 
Harrisonburg,  Virginia,  at 
Manhattan  School  at  Kansas 
State  University,  and  at  Clemson 
University  in  South  Carolina.  She 
worked  for  the  American  Nurses 
Association  when  they  requested 
that  she  work  on  a  three-month 
project  vwth  representatives  from 
all  states  and  territories  who  sent 
representatives  to  the  National 
Corvference  in  Gerontology." 

Dorothy  Crowder  (B.S.  nursing 
'74,  M.S.  nursing  'TT),  associate 
professor.  School  of  Nursing,  and 
chairman  of  the  nursing  division 
of  the  MCV  Alumni  Association 
of  VCU,  accepted  the  portrait  for 
display  in  the  Nursing  Education 
BuUding.  The  portrait  was  funded 
by  donors  who,  said  Booth,  "rec- 
ognized in  Miss  Grant  her  out- 
standing, unselfish  contributions."

Chemistry  bequest 

In  one  of  the  largest  bequests  ever 
made  to  the  university,  MCV 
Campus'  Department  of  Chemis- 
try has  been  named  to  receive 
$1.7  million  from  the  estate  of  Dr. 
Mary  E.  Kapp.  Kapp  retired  as 
chairman  of  the  chemistry  depart- 
ment in  1973,  and  died  November 
19,  1983. 

"The  money  wiU  be  used  to 
strengthen  graduate  education," 
according  to  Dr.  Gordon  A. 
Melson,  department  chairman. 
"We've  set  up  a  number  of 
graduate  research  fellowships  for 
students  working  toward  doctoral 
degrees  and  we're  planning  to 
expand  our  visiting  speakers 
program." 

The  department  also  plans  to 
establish  a  Mary  E.  Kapp  chemis- 
try chair  at  a  later  date,  Melson 
said.  Both  the  fellowships  and  the 
chair  are  in  accordance  with 
Kapp's  requests. 

Currently,  outside  gifts  in 
honor  of  Kapp  have  made  possi- 
ble a  Mary  E.  Kapp  lecture  series 
which  has  brought  prominent 
scholars,  including  a  Nobel  Prize 
winner,  to  speak  in  Richmond. 
The  department  also  has  a  lecture 
hall  dedicated  to  Kapp. 

Kapp  joined  the  faculty  of 
Richmond  Professional  Institute 


in  1940  as  professor  and  head  of 
the  chemistry  department. 

During  World  War  II,  she 
served  as  assistant  chief  chemist 
for  Du  Pont  in  Richmond.  Return- 
ing to  RPI  after  the  war,  Kapp 
was  promoted  in  1952  to  chair- 
man of  the  School  of  Applied 
Sciences.  She  was  named  chair- 
man of  the  chemistry  department 
when  RPI  and  MCV  merged,  and 
held  that  position  until  her 
retirement. 

Kapp  was  a  fellow  of  the 
Virginia  Academy  of  Sciences 
and  a  member  of  the  American 
Chemical  Society.  In  1952  she 
became  the  first  woman  elected 
chairman  of  the  society's  Virginia 
Section  and  received  that  group's 
Distinguished  Service  Award  in 
1969.  She  was  a  member  of  the 
American  Institute  of  Chemists 
and  the  Southern  Association  of 
Science  and  Industry,  and  was 
listed  in  W/io's  W^o  in  America. 

As  head  of  the  chemistry 
department,  Kapp  aided  in  the 
establishment  of  a  doctoral 
program.  Since  her  retirement  the 
department  has  continued  to 
expand  in  the  areas  of  teaching, 
faculty,  and  research.  Today  there 
are  15  full-time  faculty  members, 
43  graduate  students,  and 
research  grants  valued  at  more 
than  a  half-million  dollars  were 
received  during  the  1983-84 
academic  year. 

The  chemistry  department  is 
seen  as  a  major  resource  of 
graduate  education  and  special- 
ized chemical  expertise  for  the 
local  chemical  industry.  Many 
employees  are  able  to  obtain 
degrees  at  the  university  while 
continuing  in  their  jobs.  Accord- 
ing to  Melson,  the  Kapp  bequest 
will  allow  the  department  to 
fortify  its  relationship  with  area 
business.  "It  is  our  intention  to 
make  available  to  local  companies 
the  highest  quality  education  for 
their  chemists  and  engineers. 
Those  companies  have  provided 
oiu-  graduates  with  excellent 
opportunities  for  experience. 
We'd  like  to  strengthen  the  ties 
from  which  we  all  benefit." 
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Meeting 
the  media 

University  faculty  and  staff  had 
an  opportunity  this  month  to 
meet  the  media  and  discuss  news 
coverage  of  medical  research  and 
health  care  issues.  This  special 
seminar,  sponsored  by  the 
Department  of  Continuing 
Medical  Education  and  the  Office 
of  University  Relations,  was  held 
on  the  MCV  Campus. 

Dr.  Alastair  Connell,  vice- 
president  for  health  sciences, 
remarked  on  the  importance  of 
communicating  health  care 
information  to  the  public  and  the 
role  of  a  university  faculty  mem- 
ber in  communicating  this  kind  of 
information. 

Dr.  Dennis  O'Leary,  dean  for 
clinical  affairs  at  George  Washing- 
ton University  Medical  Center, 
was  the  keynote  speaker.  O'Leary 
has  had  extensive  experience 
working  with  all  types  of  media 
and  is  probably  most  recognizable 
as  the  medical  spokesperson  for 
President  Reagan  after  his  at- 
tempted assassination.  O'Leary 
discussed  conflicts,  commonali- 
ties, and  collaboration  between 
physiqans  and  journalists. 

Larry  Thompson,  assistant 
deputy  editor  for  the  Washington 
Post  health  section,  discussed 
print  journalism  and  how  deci- 
sions are  made  about  which 
medical  stories  are  reported  in 
one  of  this  country's  most  widely 
read  daily  newspapers.  The 
_  Washington  Post  health  section,  a 
relatively  new  addition  to  the 
paper,  is  in  each  Wednesday's 
edition. 

Carol  Krause  is  a  television 
reporter  for  WBBM,  the  CBS- 
owned  and  operated  station  in 
Chicago.  She  described  the  kinds 
of  stories  that  are  of  national 
interest,  and  the  special  needs 
and  constraints  of  television 
reporting. 

All  three  speakers,  as  well  as 
representatives  from  local  media. 
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participated  in  a  question  and 
answer  session  following  the 
presentations. 

Alumni  lectureship 

"Nurses  as  Image  Makers"  was 
the  topic  of  a  lecture  presented  by 
the  nursing  division  of  the  MCV 
Alumni  Association  of  VCU  in 
November.  The  18th  Annual 
Alumni  Nursing  Lectureship 
featured  guest  lecturer  Dr.  Angela 
Barron  McBride,  who  spoke  to 
those  attending  the  division's 
Alumni  Day. 

McBride  is  currently  professor 
and  chairman  of  the  graduate 


Dr.  Angela  McBride 
Department  of  Psychiatric/Mental 
Health  Nursing,  Indiana  Univer- 
sity School  of  Nursing  in  Indian- 
apolis. She  also  is  an  adjunct 
professor  both  in  the  Department 
of  Psychology,  Purdue  University 
School  of  Science  at  Indianapolis, 
and  in  the  Department  of  Psychia- 
try, Indiana  University  School  of 
Medicine. 

McBride  is  on  the  Advisory 
Board  for  the  Annual  Review  of 
Nursing  Research,  and  serves  as  a 
reviewer  for  Research  in  Nursing 
and  Health  and  Nursing  Outlook. 
She  is  also  first  vice-president  of 
Sigma  Theta  Tau,  serving  from 
1983-85. 

Current  concerns 

A  portion  of  university  president 
Edmund  Ackell's  annual  address 
to  the  faculty  was  printed  in  the 
November  1984  Scarab. 

Follovwng  are  his  comments  on 


further  areas  of  concern  to  the 
MCV  Campus  that  were  made  in 
the  same  address. 

"Other  concerns  which  we  face: 
how  can  a  teaching  hospital 
survive  prospective  payment  and 
other  new  forms  of  reimburse- 
ment? What  will  be  the  impact  of 
the  cost  containment  initiatives, 
which  are  now  springing  up  from 
government  and  industry?  With 
cost  containment  pressures 
focusing  on  outpatient  care  and 
reduction  in  laboratory  costs 
while  PROs  (Peer  Review  Organi- 
zations) are  gearing  toward 
reducing  the  number  of  medicare 
admissions,  how  can  we  make 
our  operations  more  efficient  so 
that  we  can  control  costs  from 
within? 

"Another  consideration  for  the 
teaching  hospital  is  the  marked 
increase  in  health  care  now  being 
delivered  by  the  proprietary  as 
well  as  not-for-profit  hospitals. 
Large  hospital  consortia  continue 
to  grow  and  invade  the  very  area 
which  at  one  time  was  the  patient 
reservoir  for  the  academic  health 
centers. 

"Despite  the  advances  that 
have  been  made  in  terms  of 
research,  improved  hospital 
facilities,  and  education,  a  great 
need  still  exists  for  primary  care. 
People  now  live  much  longer. 
Eventually,  more  will  be  afflicted 
with  chronic  and  degenerative 
diseases  which  require  more 
individualized  care.  Our  medical 
centers,  however,  are  more 
geared  to  specilty  training, 
tertiary  care,  and  are  much 
more  inpatient  than  outpatient- 
oriented.  This  causes  some 
conflict  between  what  the  public 
perceives  as  a  need  and  what  we 
in  the  health  professions  see  as 
our  responsibility  in  educating 
and  training  health  professionals. 

"I  am  certain  we  have  the 
resources  within  our  own  univer- 
sity to  develop  plans  which  allow 
the  medical  centers  sufficient 
freedom  in  research  and  educa- 
tion geared  to  the  Flexner  model. 


and  at  the  same  time  to  develop  a 
set  of  actions  to  respond  to  the 
needs  regarding  geographic 
inadequacy  of  health  care,  devel- 
opment of  primary  care  person- 
nel, development  of  a  philosophy 
of  health  care  which  is  geared  to 
the  team  concept,  and  to  conduct 
a  critical  review  of  our  own 
activity  so  that  we  might  become 
as  efficient  as  possible  and 
thereby  contain  hospital  costs.  In 
fact,  we  must  become  more 
efficient  in  our  total  operation  so 
that  we  can  also  control  the 
increases  in  tuition  costs. 

"Another  issue  that  is  receiving 
much  more  attention  is  the 
content  and  relevance  of  the 
curricula  in  relation  to  meeting 
tomorrow's  needs  by  the  health 
professions.  When  anyone 
discusses  the  curriculum,  there 
are  always  fears  of  losing  time  or 
laboratories.  How  do  you  intro- 
duce new  approaches  and  knowl- 
edge to  an  overcrowded  curricu- 
lum? You  must  remove  some  of 
the  existing  core.  It  is  difficult  to 
develop  a  trtily  objective  ap- 
proach to  a  curriculum  revision, 
so  I  will  not  dwell  on  this  any 
longer  except  to  say  we  cannot 
continue  to  add  new  knowledge 
without  removing  some  of  the  old 
or  obsolete." 

The  final  points  of  Ackell's 
speech  will  be  in  the  May  issue  of 
Scarab. 

Clinical  support 
services 

The  Clinical  Support  Center  on 
the  MCV  Campus,  formerly  the 
Supply  and  Distribution  Center, 
was  completed  in  December.  It 
houses  the  Department  of 
Dietetics  and  numerous  pathol- 
ogy labs  including  hematology, 
chemistry,  bacteriology,  immu- 
nopathology/serology,  toxicology, 
and  the  farnily  blood  group. 

Medical  lab  technologists  can 
perform  23  different  chemical 
tests  with  the  SMAC  (Sequential 


Multiple  Analyzer  plus  Compu- 
ter) in  the  center. 

More  than  1,800  meals  are 
prepared  and  served  daily  from 
rune  full  selection  menus  for  MCV 
Hospitals'  patients,  including  a 
special  menu  for  burn  patients. 

The  dietetics  department 
generates  about  $1.7  million  per 
year  in  food  service  from  the 
hospital  cafeteria,  food  and  drink 
vending  machines,  catering,  and 
through  Medicovan  restaurant. 

Fulbright  funding 

Dr.  Gerald  A.  Soft  and  Dr.  C.W. 
Griffin  have  been  named  1984-85 
Fulbright  scholar  recipients. 

Formerly  a  resident  in  internal 
medicine  on  the  MCV  Campus, 
Soff  is  conducting  postdoctoral 
research  in  hematology  in  Israel. 
Griffin  was  unable  to  accept  his 
award  due  to  a  prior  commitment 
to  a  National  Endowment  for  the 
Humanities  grant. 

Nearly  800  Americans  have 
been  awarded  Fulbright  grants  for 
university  lecturing  and  postdoc- 
toral research  in  almost  100 
countries.  The  Council  for  Inter- 
national Exchange  of  Scholars 
convened  peer  review  committees 
composed  of  American  scholars 
and  professionals  to  review  more 
than  3,000  applications  and  to 
make  recommendations  to 
Fulbright  Program  agencies  and 
universities  abroad. 

The  Fulbright  Program  is 
financed  and  administered  by  the 
U.S.  Information  Agency  (USIA). 
The  Council  for  International 
Exchange  of  Scholars,  an  affiliate 
of  the  American  Council  of 
Education,  cooperates  with  the 
USIA  in  administering  the  38- 
year-old  program. 

The  purpose  of  the  Fulbright 
Program,  as  set  forth  in  the 
Mutual  Educational  and  Cultural 
Exchange  Act  of  1961,  is  to 
"enable  the  government  of  the 
United  States  to  increase  mutual 
understanding  between  the 
people  of  the  United  States  and 
the  people  of  other  countries."

Nursing  alumni

The  School  of  Nursing's  Out- 
standing Nurse  Alumni  Award 
was  established  in  1970  as  part  of 
the  activities  associated  with" the 
school's  75th  anniversary.  The 
award  was  created  to  honor 
alumni,  in  recognition  of  their 
outstanding  service  to  the  profes- 
sion and  the  community.  The 
1984  recipient,  Dorsye  E.  Russell 
(B.S.  nursing  '43),  was  described 
by  presenter  Katherine  C.  Bobbitt 
(B.S.  nursing  '56)  as  follows: 
"This  year's  recipient  of  the 
Outstanding  Nurse  Alumni 
Award  is  no  stranger  to  nursing 
in  Virginia.  Her  record  as  a 
professional  nurse  has  been 
described  as  'superb'.  She  enjoys 
a  reputation  of  being  one  of  the 
most  knowledgeable  people  in 
nursing  affairs  in  the  state.  The 
recipient  holds  a  diploma  from 
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our  alma  mater,  a  B.S.  in  Nursing 
from  Richmond  Professional 
Institute  of  the  College  of  William 
and  Mary,  and  an  M.A.  in  the 
administration  of  nursing  services 
from  Teachers  College,  Columbia 
University. 

"Leadership  is  a  hallmark  of 
this  year's  outstanding  alumna. 
The  Selection  Committee  was 
impressed  with  her  more  lAan  40 
years  of  continuous,  active 
involvement  in  a  variety  of 
professional  organizations.  Her 
leadership  role  has  included  being 
^^resident  of  the  Virginia  Nurses' 
Association  (two  terms),  presi- 
dent of  District  8,  president  of  the 
Virginia  League  for  Nursing,  and 
president  of  the  Virginia  Chapter 
of  the  American  Society  for 
Hospital  Nursing  Service  Admin- 
istrators. She  also  has  held  a 
variety  of  other  key  leadership 
positions  in  these  organizations. 

"The  recipient  of  this  year's 
award  has  a  keen  interest  in  the 
life  of  the  MCV  Campus — and  the 
university  as  a  whole.  She  has 
served  on  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  MCV  Alumni  Association 
of  VCU  and  on  the  Advisory 
Committee  for  the  Nursing 
Administration  Program  in  the 
School  of  Nursing.  She  began  her 
professional  career  in  nursing  at 
MCV.  She  later  served  as  night 
supervisor,  MCV  Hospitals  (three 
years);  assistant  director,  nursing, 
MCV  (seven  years);  director  of 
nursing.  King's  Daughters  Hospi- 
tal, Staunton  (five  years);  director 
of  nursing,  Lynchburg  Hospital 
(12  years);  and  director,  associate 
degree  nursing  program,  Patrick 
Henry  Community  Hospital.  In 
1972,  she  was  named  director  of 
nursing,  Mary  Washington 
Hospital  in  Fredericksburg,  and 
this  year  she  retired  from  Mary 
Washington  Hospital  from  her 
position  of  vice-president. 

"She  was  appointed  by  the 
governor  to  serve  on  the  State 
Board  of  Nursing  from  1965-75, 
and  was  vice-president  of  the 
board  in  1974.  She  was  appointed 
in  1968  by  Governor  Godwin  to 


the  Governor's  Committee  on 
Nursing.  In  1982  the  Virginia 
Nurses'  Association  presented  the 
Nancy  Vance  Pin  Award  to  her, 
the  association's  highest  honor. 

"This  year's  outstanding 
alumna  has  been  described  by  her 
colleagues  as  a  respected  spokes- 
person in  the  nursing  profession, 
controversial  at  times,  politically 
astute  on  issues  that  affect  nurs- 
ing and  health  care,  dedicated  to 
the  advancement  of  nursing,  and 
interested  in  the  professional 
development  of  others."

"Participation  in  this  network 
would  require  only  a  small 
amount  of  time,  perhaps  five  or 
six  hours  a  year,  perhaps  less.  No 
matter  where  you  live  in  Virginia, 
you  can  help.  Don't  worry  about 
when  you  graduated.  If  you 
decide  to  join  the  nursing  alumru 
network,  you  will  be  oriented  to 
the  current  curricula  and  offerings 
in  the  school.

Forensic  education 

The  School  of  Community  and 
Public  Affairs'  Department  of 
Administration  of  Justice  and 
Public  Safety  has  established  the 
state's  first  educational  program 
in  forensic  science  with  the  help 
of  the  Virginia  Bureau  of  Forensic 
Science. 

Beginning  this  fall,  the  depart- 
ment offers  a  graduate  program  in 
forensic  science.  The  program  is 
designed  to  provide  students  with 
a  general  background  in  forensic 
science,  as  well  as  additional 
specialized  education  in  one  of 
three  tracks — drug  analysis, 
serology,  and  trace  evidence. 

Dr.  James  E.  Hooker,  associate 
professor  in  the  department  and 
coordinator  of  the  new  program, 
said  that  the  shortage  of  experts 
in  forensic  science  is  not  limited 
to  Virginia,  but  is  nationwide.  The 
university  currently  offers  forensic 
pathology  and  forensic  toxicology 
on  the  MCV  Campus.
